Report of the Superintending School Committee of the 
Town of Claremont. 


FrEiiow Citizens: 

In my last annual School Report I urged the necessi- 
ty of a change in our school system. I am gratified to 
acknowledge the kind and approving manner in which the 
proposed plan was received by many of my fellow towns- 
men. I am aware, however, that it has met with violent 
opposition among certain classes, but it being one of my 
official duties to recommend such measures as seem to me 
best calculated to improve the condition of the schools un- 
der my charge, I can only be true to my position, and true 
to my own convictions, by again presenting for your con- 
sideration the same eeneral plan. 

From several years observation, I am thoroughly con- 
videed, that the District System should be abolished at the 
earliest day possible, 

“Our present system divides the town into nineteen dis- 
tricts, each of which controls largely its own educational 
interests. There are twenty-five districts schools, nineteen 
Prudential Committees, a Town Superintendent, a High 
School Committee, and the separate officers of District No. 
17 under the “Somersworth Act. ” 
~The effect of abolishing the district’ system will be to 
convert the entire town into one district; to do away with 
all Prudential Committees, and to place the managment of 
all the school interests in the hands of a single board of 
committee chosen annually by the town. ‘The duties of 
this committee will be to build, repair and furnish school 
houses when and where necessary, to provide fuel and 
apparatus, to hire teachers, &c. 
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The power to abolish the district system lies in our State 
Legislature. At the last session of that body a bill was 
introduced, giving to those desirous of discontinuing this 
system, the power, but not obliging them to do so. _ It 
failed of-becoming a law. . A similar bill will doubtless be 
again presented to the forthcoming Legislature. I earnestly 
hope 1t may meet with their approval; for I regard such a- 
measure’ together with the establishment of a Normal 
School, as indispensible to the best interests of the common 
schools of New Hampshire. 

Should all. efforts to secure a State law of this character 
be defeated, I recommend that an act enabliug Claremont 
to abolish her district system, be procured. This has been 
done by Manchester, Nashua, Dover and other large places 
where the best schools are to be found. te 

Hither of these bills having been approved by the Legis- 
lature, it will remain for the town to adopt it. I hope 
this will be done at the earliest opportunity, 

‘But the question is asked, ‘ Why abolish the district 
system?” I answer, that the number of our schools may be 
suitably reduced ; that the number of scholars in most of the 
schools may be increased and- equalized in all portions of 
the town; that the aggregate expenses of the schools may 
be diminished ; that a more thorough system of gradation 
may be secured; that the school houses and apperatus may 
be improved; that better teachers may be procured; that 
the supervision of the schools may be vastly more efficient ; 
that scholars in all parts of the town may have more nearly 
equal advantages; that the standard of education mei be 
elevated. : vet 

The importance of securing these conditions are 80 ap- 
parent, and many of them were so fully considered one year 
ago, that I regard a lengthy review, at this) time Ganec- 
essary. 

I feel, however, again to call your attention to the folly 
and extravagance of sustaining twenty-five district schools. 
It is robbing our children of educational-advantages, and — 
our. treasury of its contents. Most. schools of five or ten 
scholars are every way deficient, save in. the items of stu- 
pidity and expense, There can be no enthusiasm, conse- 
quently no worthy, progress. ‘The teacher is an, inferior 
one, for a, good instructor, by reason of unpleasantness and 
small pay cannot. be secured... The, school. house.,is an old 
dingy, dilapidated affair, because the expense, .of improve- 
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ment falls too heavily upon a few, and the number of schol- 
ars is too small to encourage the necessary outlay, 

That we are suffering untold losses from our. present faulty 
system, will be obvious by referring to the table at the con- 
clusion of this report. For instance, the greatest. number 
of scholars that have attended any one term during the 
year, in the five following districts, Nos. 6, 10,12, 13 and 
19 is fifty-two- The average attendance in all these 
schools is but forty-one. It has cost the town to school 
these fifty-two scholars—a number none too large for one 
good school—$964. It will be seen that there have been 
- several schools, each of which had more than fifty-two schol- 
ars; and yet the cost of supporting them is only about 
$400. Furthermore, these large schools have accomplished 
praiseworthy results, while many of the small ones have 
been little else than worthless. He 

To school five scholars during the Summer and four du- 
ring the Winter, in District No. 10, has involved an expense 
to the town of $140. To school eleven scholars (a large. 
proportion of whom are residents of another town) during 
a single term in the summer, in District No. 19, $150.05 
have been appropriated. The rest of the small schools 
named above, have been but little less faulty ; and those 
in Nos, 3, 4, 5, 8, 11 and 14 have been very expensive. In 
our smallest and generally poorest schools $23.50 have been 
expended on each scholar, while in the largest and best 
ones, it has cost but $5.60. ‘ 

All the schools thus far referred to, are in the farming 
districts ; but those in the village are by no meansall that 
eould be desired, It is the height of absurdity to support 
three Graminar Schools, when one would serve a much bet- 
ter and cheaper purpose. The, other departments. should 
also be re-arranged. 4 h09 

Of the $7000 appropriated for the District Schools last 
year, no one who carefully investigates these conditions can 
fail to see, that a large proportion must be. very poorly ap- 
plied. “in i 
Every tax payer should exert his. right to demand that 
the schools should be reduced in number, thereby enlarg- 
ing and improving them, that an equivalent may be ren- 
dered for the money expended. By abolishing the district 
system this can be attained. © iis 

That the school houses and apparatus can be improved, at 
less individual’ expense, is clear, A smaller’ number will 
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of course, be required, and the burden thrown upon a larger 
number of taxpayers. 

The buildings in Nos, 4, 6 8, 10,11 and 19 are wholly 
unfit for use; and, with very few exceptions, the others 
out of the village, need to be remodeled. 

‘It will be vain to expect these evils will be corrected, so 
long as the schools remain so small. Indeed, I can ‘not 
advise that new houses be built for five or six scholars. 

An objection to the one district system has been raised 
by some, that those who have already expended large sums 
of money for improvements, will be called upon to help 
those who have neglected this duty. There is no probal 
bility of this. Each district will have credit for all it has 
done. Those having accommodations up to the standard wil- 
be reqnired to do no more, while those who have failed to 
provide these necessaries, can do so at less individual ex- 
pense. I see no means of getting rid of our unsightly and 
inefficient buildings but by abolishing the district system. 
I am unwilling to leave the subject of school houses with- 
out referring to the pleasing fact that the buildings in Nos. 
1, 9, 15 and 17 are ornaments to the town, and probably 
have few equals in the State. 

I refer to the report of last year for remarks on grading. 
We must have a system that will advance scholars step by 
step, from the lowest grade in the Primary, to the highest 
in the High School. The grading is now very unsatisfac- 
tory, and can not be made complete until the school system _ 
is chanyed. 

It is a common remark among the farming community, 
that the village is more privileged than they in respect to 
schools, This is true, and should be speedily remedied. 
The farmer pays as much per cent school tax on his prop- 
erty as does the manufacturer or the merchant. His chil- 
dren are as deserving of good schools as theirs; but they 
do not have them, nor do I expect they will, so long as 
there are separate school interests, and the number of 
schools remains as now. It has already been shown that 
these small, back schools are the most expertsive of any in 
town. Without aid from the large’ districts they could 
scarce sustain a respectable school’a single month in the 
year.. Though claiming to -be separate and independent 
they are not independent. | 

Upon this point the village districts avd grounds for 
complaint, of which they freely avail themselves. 
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They say, with truth, that much of their school money 
. goes to support schools out of their limits. I regret the 
meagre privileges enjoyed by the rural districts, compared 
with those in the village. There is no good reason why one 
portion of the town should not have equally good school. 
advantages with another, save in one particular; some of 
the farmers must be at a greater distance from the school 
than any of those living within the limits of the village. 
I am decidedly in favor of taking a portion of the money 
raised in the village to prolong the schools in the rural dis- 
tricts. The farmers are taxed to support the High School. 

They are greatly benefitted by this school; but the village 
scholars are the most fortunate.. For this reason, also I 
would advise liberality in dividing the school among them ; 
but I am opposed to expending nearly as much upon a 
school of five scholars as upon one of fifty. I say abolish 
the district system, diminish the number of schools nearly 
one half, make them all of as nearly the same size as pos- 
sible, then distribute the school money in a way to give 
every school the same amount, and the same quality of 
schooling. 

But if the different districts insist on remaining separate I 
see no reason why each should not be allowed all the money 
raiséd within its own limits and no more. If all their other 
interests are separate, why not be separate in regard to Super- 
intendent and school money ? If they are separate and claim 
to be independent, why should No. 1 or No. 17 pay their 
money to support schools in No. 10 or No. 19 or any other 
district any more than the town of Claremont appropriate 
money for supporting schools in some other and less wealthy 
town? I am told that the interest of every citizen of the 
town is mutual; that all the individual interests make up 
the one grand whole : that each individual is. a part of the 
town, claiming the same protection, and the rights to the 
same privileges. This is true; and for this reason the school 
interests should be a unit, protected alike in all districts and 
controlled by the town, through a lawfully chosen committee. 
This can be satisfactorily arranged, in my opinion, only by 
abolishing the district system. 

If no other arguments in favor of doing away with this 
system could be produced, save those drawn from the pres- 
ent method of supervising the schools, these alone ought 
to be sufficient to convince any thoughtful person of its 
utility. The. office of Superintendent, while efficient in 
some particulars, is in other important ones a mere farce. 
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The important school officer is the Prudential Committee. 


Although he is invested with almost absolute power, he’ 


must yield to the popular will, and make liberal expendi- | 


tures and hire cheap teachers or he is severely censured. 
Most districts are in favor of changing their committee 
every year, and the result is, persons with no qualifications 
for this responsible position are continually being chosen. 
“One regards it an anoyance, and avoids its duties as much. 
as possible. The second aims to make himself popular by 
employing the cheapest (which means the poorest qualified 
teachers) which can be found, for the sake of economy! . 
The third would turn a penny for the family, by hiring 
one of his relatives, daughter, cousin, or wife’s sister to 

teach school. And the fourth, though intelligent and liber- | 
al, has no power to carry ‘out his. plans and benefit the 
district, because he is restricted in all his operations by the. 
penuriouiness and stupidity of his neighbors.” “Ourschool 
is very small and backward, and we cannot afford, nor do 


not need an experienced and lewrned teacher,” says the act- 


ing official. So he accepts of the first applicant who pre- 
fers ‘‘to keep school” rather than wash dishes or drive a 
team in‘the cold, provided said school marm or master will 
serve the district for two or three dollars per week. , The. 
district must be small, for its bounds are fixed by law, and 
no parent has any right | to send his children to another 
school. And this school must be worthless so’ long as it is. 
taught and managed by such teachers. 

Another consequence of the district system that were 
evil, is a constant change of teachers. ‘This is just. as in- 
consistent with desirable progress, as it would be for the. 
farmer to plow up his wheat field every month, and still 
expect the crop to mature. But desirable progress can- | 


not be secured as long as we are trammeled by the miser-. 
able district system, When this can be swept away, 


and the control of school matters can be vested in town 
boards, who shall, have. authority to act, and be held to a 
strict responsibility for their conduct, we shall have hope. 
that our schools will Tise to a more elevated poPigy and 
become more useful.’ 

The above quotation from an able article by Professor. 
Orcutt, who is one of the most ardent advocates. in the 
State for the abolishing of ‘the district system,. speaks for 
itself, . 

“Tt is with pride that T am able’ to refer to the ha py i in-_ 
fluence our High School is exerting upon the lower depart-— 
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ments. Itis doing a noble work.: It has awakened new 
‘zeal in the efforts of the scholars in all quarters of the 
town, We can not prize ands ustain it too devotedly; but 
it should be remembered that its success depends largely 
upon the good condition of the common schools. The best 
ood of this school, no Tess than the others, requires that 
all should be controlled by one Committee. 

This board may consist of three, five or nine persons, se- 

- lected from various parts of the town. They should not all 
be located within the limits of the village, nor should they 
all be changed every two years. One or two might give 
place to new ones annually. This would keep experienced 
leaders on the board the whole time. It might be well to 

_ have one person act as Superintendent, subject to the diree- 
tion of the board. But that there, are difficulties to be 
surmounted in adopting the plan presented, I do not deny, 
but I firmly believe it is practicable, and that many years 
will not roll away before it will be done. I bespeak for 
it a careful consideration. 

The success of the schools the past year will compare 
favorably with former years: There has been a marked 
improvement in Arithmetic. Examples and principles are 
explained with much greater readiness and understanding 
than formerly. Th emethod of instr ucting in Geography is 
more efficient, and great progress has been made in this 
branch. Efforts have been made to give Grammar more 
attention than it has usually received. The result has been 
encouraging, though this branch is far in the back ground. 

No branch has been so sadly neglected, for many years, 
as penmanship.~ It was the determination of your Com- 
mittee to have this fault corrected, so far as possible. To 
accomplish this, every school was requested at the com- 
mencement of the winter term, to spend thirty minutes in 
writing each day. . Nos, 1 and 6 of Payson, Dunton and 
Seribner’s System’ of Penmanship were adopted. _ The re- 
sults, in most instances, have been decidedly favorable, 

~More has been done in this department during one term 
than for years before. These same books should continue 
to be used so long as scholars attend to writing. Teachers 
should not be allowed to set copies; for the reason that 
every one has a different style; and pupils by attempting 
to follow them. are confused. and their hand writing is wie 
out system.

A course of study has been 
adopted, well designed, in our judgment, to fit the pupil 
successfully to meet the ordinary demands of life, and 
render him respectable among his fellows, or to lead him 
to the doors of the College where he can make the acquire- 
ments suited to professional pursuits. To say that excel- 
lent progress has been made. by the’ pupils’ who ‘have 
availed themselves of the advantages of the school thus far, 
would not adequately express the fact. Those’ citizens 
who have visited the school from time to time and who 
have attended the examinations, must have observed in the 
pupils not only progress, but rapid progress, and an assur- 
ance of mental strength and resources, never before realized 
by them, because until now undeveloped. The: majority 
of our youth, heretofore, have been instructed only in the 
merest ‘rudiments—the abc of an academical education. 
To see now some hundred of them, from all parts of the 
town, taking what is only their own proper rank and posi- 
tion among the youth of other communities similarly fa-' 
vored, and taught to’ know something’ of the world they . 
live in—its vegetable, mineral and animal economy ; its 
geography and history; the laws of language and of num- 
bers—to know somewhat of the elements and combinations 
of the air we breathe, the light we enjoy, the' food we eat, 
and the water we drink —something of the chemistry of 
daily life; of the principles of mechanism, and of the rela- 
tions of the earth .to. the solar system,—this is to realize. 
that our young people who.are to succeed us are lifted’ . 
from a level of. comparative ignorance to a higher plane of — 
intelligence, power, self-respect and future usefulness. To 
have been deprived ‘of ‘such privileges, or to havé been 
unable to ‘avail ourselves of them, from whatever cause, 
when we were few in numbers and of small means, was, to 
ourselves, who act’ here, our misfortune. But, at ‘this day 
of free and liberal education, of great discoveries and great 
material progress, of greater wealth and greater ‘opportu- 
nities, to voluntarily deprive our sons and daughters or the 
sons and daughters of our neighbor of these privileges, now 
so easily and cheaply attainable, would be to defraud them 
of their birthright as children of the ‘republic. It would 
“be to deny them, when within their reach, that which gives 
value and dignity to life. 
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“The Comtnittee ‘have been ‘fortunate’ in’ securing the 
services of a board of teachers thoroughly competent to 
the discharge of their duties, zealously devoted to the 
profession of teaching, and who keep pace with the modern 
“methods approved by experience and adopted by the best 
masters. Although the maxim still prevails, that “There - 
ig-no royal road to learning,” and certain as it is that no 
‘solid aequirements can be made without work, yet much of 
the drudgery and monotony of study has been done away,. 
the difficulties known to our earlier days have been viet 
“lessened and the pupils are gainers in time. 

“We have been enabled to furnish the school in season 
“for the Fall term with a limited bet sufficient supply of 
philosophical and chemical apparatus of the best construc- 
tion, a small but choice cabinet of minerals, a valuable 
‘selection of reference books, a globe; and the largest and 
“best map of the United States,—costing in all the sum of 
$450; of which our respected townsman, Samuel P. Fiske, 
generously donated two thirds, or $ 300. The possession 
of these facilities, not always enjoyed by institutions of 
greater pretensions, gives the school advantages of which 
both teachers and scholars are not slow to avail themselves. 
’ Through the continued liberality of Paran Stevens, Hsq., 
the school’'is now supplied with a Chickering Concert 
Grand Piano, of superior tone and power, used as an ac- 
companiment to the singing exercises. Very few wf any 
“ other instruments of this class are to be found in the State, 
“and its value to the school, may be understood when it is 
plainly heard to lead and dominate from ninety to one hun- 
‘dredvoices in their most spirited performances. ‘ Striking 
progress in the knowledge and practice of the science of 
“music has been made during the past year, under the able 
instruction of Mr. Francis F. Haskell, who has given two 
lessons per week of an hour each. The whole school has 
been taught to read and to sing music at sight, taking the 
four parts with a precision and style which would do credit . 
to’ any trained’ choir. 'This agreeable and ‘useful accom- 
plishment has been acquired without sacrificing other so- 
called solid branches.’ ‘The change for an hour twice a 
‘week from’ severer study ‘to singing, has served to lighten 
the labor and’ give rest and recreation ‘to the scholars, and 
it has’served to add interest and impressiveness to the 
devotional exercises of the morning, which consist of the 
reading of the Scriptures, singing, and the Lord’s Prayer 
reverently recited in concert. j

The rules for,admission, adopted by, the, Committee, are 
such as, in our judgment, the, best good. of the school re- 
13 quires. ' Canditates must be 13 years old; must. be able to 
write legibly both upon paper, and the, blagk: -hoard, to read 
intelligently, and ‘spell correctly a fair, percentage of com- 
mon English words ; must pass.a, satisfactory. examination 
in Guyot’s Intermediate ,Geography,,or its equivalent, in 
the elements.of English Grammar, in Arithmetic, im the 
principles of enumeration, and the four fundamental rules ; 
they must understand Decimals and their connection with 
Numeration, and have a thorough | knowledge of the prinei- 
ples and practice of all operations in, Fractions, . Qualifiga- 
tions less than these would have the, effect to fix the stand- - 
ard of admission at.a lower average than. that required, by 
all similar institutions, and, would cause: it.to occupy the 
position and.to do the work of the Grammar Schools. If 
scholars were admitted who could not pass the required 
examination, they would be a,constant restraint upon the 
progress of the large majority of those who do pass it, 
making ‘the whole school, indeed, to wait until they had 
learned, in the High School what. they ought..to have ob- 
tained’ in the Grammar School. ,,, If instances have ogeurred 
where parents have, considered: it a hardship . that, their 
children were not, admitted, notwithstanding their deficien- 
cies, because they have paid taxes to support the school, 
they will, it is hoped, upon consideration of the reasons 
presented, acquiesce .in the standard adopted: by the Com- 
mittee, especially as no, injury.|is done tothe candidate, 
and in view of the fact that, the, examinations are ‘con-" 
ducted with rigid impartiality and at,the. same time with a 
sincere desire to admit, all who:can, by8 a) ‘Miberal sanstige- 
tion of the standard, be passed. 

If there are those who object to. paying money, in, the 
form of taxes, for the, education of other, men’s,children, 
having none. of. their own.to be. educated, we beg: ‘them, to 
consider, that.every man has.an interest, injthe children; of 
» his neighbor, and of ,all ,his neighbors, and, townsmen — 
whether, .they., be sa os. propa MP , and. RoUCAAA Ac- 
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edtding to the standard’ of" the tiniéy, or be'left’to come wp’ 
tothe estate of manHood and’ womanhood'a reproach and’ 
discredit, by their want of culture and the opportunity for 
it, to the community, which can’ and ought to afford them . 
every reasonable facility. We beg them to ‘Consider’ that 
the obligation Tests upon the same’ wise principle which’ 
requires the citizen to assist in supporting common schools, ' 
roads, bridges, court-houses, alms-houses and the like; but’ 
chiefly we ask them to consider that the power and influ.’ 
ence of a community or a state consists not mainly in its“ 
soil, its climate, its minerals; or even its money valuation, 
but in its men and women, if their mental and moral devel- 
opment: has been cotnmensurate with the requirements of 
the age in which they live. . 

In support of, and to furnish the High | School, the Com- 
mittee have expended, in all, since its commencement, the 
sum of $6,862.50." This inclades outlay for school fornid 
ture, apparatus, library, &c., &c., much of which will last 
many years, as fixtures. Of this. gross sum two thousand 
has been realized from the Stevens Fund of $10,000, the 
Fiske donation, and’ from inlets Det al the ‘sum of 
$4,862.50 paid by the town. 

The Committee claim to have acted in all ‘thindd solely 
with reference to’ the good of the institution and of the 
town. They have managed its finances with the same 
economy. and care which they would bestow upon their 
private concerns. They have not only made no charge for 
very considerable amount of time spent and responsibility 
incurred, but have been at individual expense, in behalf of 
the school, which they have not asked to have refunded. 
And they freely express their opinion that the net amount 
mentioned herein as paid by the town is small, compared 
with the advantages obtained, the benefits already derived 
and to be derived in succeeding years, and the reputation 
the school has already established. 

The Committee deem it proper to refer here to the 
provision made in the Will of the late Mrs. E. B. Alden, 
by the advice of her husband, by which the reversion of 
their joint estate, amounting now to the handsome sum of 
between three and four thousand dollars, is secured to 
Stevens High School; the interest of which is to be annu- 
ally distributed in prizes for best scholarship. Considering 
that this sum represents the accumulated savings of a joint 
life of labor and economy, it is a noble benefaction, and 
its influence will be felt among successive generations of 
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scholars, stimulating, them, to, strive for, ee and ‘yet. 
higher, attainments in, all useful knowledge and, virtnenss 
living... e 
: aecnckate. the Committee desire to express. fr hope. 
and belief, that the town will continue to cherish and wWDs6 
hold the school as the most beneficent and valuable secular. 
institution ever established here. This the town should. 
do to get the benefit. of what they have already. expended, . 
Theschool building, built in, part by the town, -is a subs, 


for our. wants. ‘The school successfully Hy he cand _ 
has, already. accomplished what cannot be measured. by. 
dollars and cents. It has already induced the settlement , 
among us of families who will hereafter aid us in its sup-, 
port, and as its reputation and stability become confirmed 
it will be a powerful attraction; to others. And we trust. 
and believe that the time is not distant when, from the aid . 
of those who shall cast. their lot with us to share its bene- . 
fits, the, expense of its maintenance will not be felt as a. 
. burden, even though its support should always depend upon 
the supplies annually voted by, the town, In that sense;,
